2. The Mint at Bombay has hitherto been under 
the immediate supervision of the Government of 
Bombay, while the Caloutta Mint is under the 
Government of India. The management of the 
Mints is intimately connected with the adminis. 
tration of the finances, the distribution of the 
cash balances and the currency reserve, and the 
movement of the public funds generally. Occa- 
sions arise when it is important for the Government 
of India to be ip a position to issue prompt 
orders to either Mint. It is also expedient 
that the two Mints should be brought into 
closer relations with each other, so as to benefit to 
the utmost by each others experience: but this 
cannot be fully accomplished while they are under 
different administrations. 

8. Moreover, whatever, of local character the 
Bombay Mint may formerly have had, has long ago 
i Fe its functions are now imperial and affect 
the interests of ail India. There does not, therefore, 
seem any advantage in the interposition of the 
focal Government between the Master of the Bom- 
bay Mint and the Government of India, to compen- 
sate for the disadvantages involved in the delays 
and other inconveniences inseparable from such 
interposition. 

4. Upon these considerations, and on the motion 
of the Government of ‘India with the concurrence 

‘of the Government of Bombay, .Her Majesty’s® 
Secretary of State has now sanctioned the adminis. 
tration of the Bombay Mint being brought under 
the direct management of the Government of India 
like the Mint at Calcutta, the Masters of the two 
Mints being placed on an equal footing. 

5. The pay of the Master of the Mint atCalcutta 
has recently been Rs. 3,000, and that of the Master 
of the Mint at Bombay Rs. 2,000, a month. The 
Secretary of State has sanctioned the recommend- 
ation of the Government of India, that hereafter the 
senior of the two Masters shall receive the higher, 
and the junior the lower, pay, of whichever Mint 
he ‘may a charge, it being understood that a 
Junior Master promoted to the pay of Senior Master 
may, at the option of the Governor General in 
Council, be transferred to Bombay or Calcutta, as 
the casegnay be. 

6. TheGovernor General in Council is according- 
ly pleased to declare that the Bombay Mint shall be 
henceforth under the direct administration of the 
Goveroment of India: In making this declaration 
the Governor General in Council desires cordially 
to acknowledge the success with which the adminis-
